The charges and 
counter-charges of frauds and irregularities, how- 
ever, made in the daily press in connection with 
the recent primary and State elections have been 
80 grave that the public mind is filled with dis- 
trust and upeasiness, and I feel it my duty to di- 
* you to inquire into the truth thereof.

That there have been violations of law in the 
fraudulent registration of alleged voters, striking 


the appointment of judges and cl election. 
An investigation of this charge is due the Re- 
corder of Voters as well as the general public. 
That thé judges and clerks of election in various 
precincts received fraudulent vot rejected legal 
votes, and made false and fraudulent returns of 
the vote cast. 

That the #oters were guilty of repeating, in- 
timidation and other frauds.

RULE OF DAMAGES. 


Judge Withrow Seis Aside a Special 
Jury's Verdict. 


Judge Withrow has granted a new trial in 
the $5,000 damage sult of John aad Elizabeth 
Lee vs. Publishers: Geo. Knapp & Co., and 
at the same time pointedly eriticised a spe- 
claljary. The plaintif sued for the Killing 
of their 12-year-old son in the elevator at the 
Republic bullding, who fell through an open 
space between the floor of the cage and 


the door leading to the elevator and was 
crushed to death. The jury, which 
consisted of Robert W. Colson, A. B. Good- 
bar, J. S. Goodfellow, S. R. Gordon, Benja- 
min Gratz, L. EK. Green, Bernard Griese 
dieck, Gottlieb Gruen, A. F. Hyatt, George 
A. Hynes, Wiis Home asd WV. . Graves, 
returned a verdict foricent. In setting this 
verdict aside the Judge states: 

The jury were instructed by the Court that 
if they found for plaintiffs they should assess 
their damages at such sum as they migkt 
Delleve from the evidence would bea fair 
eom pensation for the loss of the services of 
their son, from the time of bis death unt 
he would arrive atthe age of ZI years, less 
the cost of kis support, and also the neces- 
sary expenses incurred for his fuseral and 
burial. but not exceeding the sum 
of $5, 080. And yet, in the face 
of the instractions of the Court 
and uncentradicted evidence wert age a net 
profit of $12 per month to plaintiffs from his 
wages and an actual outlay by them of $150 
for his femeralthe jury assessed the dam- 
ages sustained by the parents inthe loss of 
the services of their son in the sum of 1 cent. 
lm cases of this nature the — 8 rule is 
that verdiets will mot ordiaarily be dis- 
turbed, merely on account of the smaliness 
of the damages awarded. But this rule is 
subject to the exception that were 
the damages are such as 
to indace the eonviciion that 
the verdict was the result of either passion, 
prejudice er partiality, or that the jury have 
shrunk from deciding the issues submitted 
to them, the court should interfere. Either 
plaintiffs were entitled te recover reasona- 
ble compensatory damages for the loss of 
their son’s services, or they are not entitled 
to recover anything.

MADE THE APOLOGIES. 


MAE EE 
Trouble Between Chine and Bugland 
Has Bees Amicably Settied.

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PEFFER'S POLICY. 


The Pepulist Senater Outlines the Fa- 
ture of His Party. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—Peffer, as 
well as Stewart, feels his Populistic oats. 
It Senator Jones is as much disposed to 
prance about when he gets here as they 
are, the Republicans may be unable to 
drive the three wild horses and drag them- 
selves into power in the Senate. They must 
have two Populist votes, at least, to control 


the organization of the upper house and 
theretis already talk that the Republicans 
do not want to organize the Senate, after 
all. They are said to feel a little shy about 
assuming responsibility without power, but 
gammon of this kind causes a smile when 
one thinks of the “pap’’ on tap for the 
party that controle t organization. Sen- 
ator Stewart is out flat-footed with a state- 
ment that he will not hitch up with the Re- 
publicans and that no committee chair- 
manship will entice him into the barn- 
yard, Peffer, who is also here, is a little 
more foxy. He is not saying what he 
won't take. He was asked by the Post- 
Dispatch“ correspondent as to whether he 
would train with the Republicans or not. 
He dodged and said: 

“The present outlook suggests that prob- 
ably our people will exert a controlling in- 
fluence in the Senate in the Fifty-fourth 
Congress. I have no doubt at all that we 
shill act wisely in whatever we do, and that 
we shall act as a body, after a careful con- 
sideration of all the great issues involved in 
the situation. Our aim is not to build up 
any particular party and its interests, but 
our object is to advance proper legislation.

Do you think that the advent of Popu- 
listic power in the organization of the new 
Senate will result in the usual effect upon 
the distribution of its patronage ?’’

That will be wholly a 
secondary matter and one that, in my 
opinion, will not be regarded as of con- 
siderable importance. What the Populists 
shall insist upon is good legislation. 

“What will probably be the first issue 
presented to Congress for settlement?“ 

„My judgment is that it will be the 
money question in one form or another, 
most probably presented upon the single 
issue of restoring silver to its old place as 
one of the money metals. There will be no 
difficulty now in uniting dissatisfied Repub- 
licans and Democrats upon the one issue. 
All that would be nee to secure the act- 
ive co-operation of the Populists would be 
to first lay down a broad principle, which, 
like the fundamental principle of Chris- 
tianity, can be constantly applied to new 
phases of civilizations as we advance. The 
central idea of Populism is that public 
functions should be exercised by public 
agents, and that basis is broad enough to 
include a discussion and a solution of every 
economical problem now in sight. But for 
the sake of unity and effective work in 
practical politics, speaking for myself 
alone, I would be willing to stand upon that 
8 and then go to the country upon 
he single question of restoring silver to 
coinage as a money metal.

We had our speeches to- 
gether, and when he brought out this bill I 
always arose and asked if I might interrupt 
him. He would politely consent, and I 
would then say the handbill he had read 
was untrue and been proven so, 

The pro-slavery men got tired of this, and 
they decided to kill me. They sent for Sam 
Brown, who was one of the most noted bul- 
lies in Kentucky. It is said that he had had 
forty fights and had never lost a battle. 
Brown came, and he and Wickliffe, a fellow 
named Jacob Ashton and Ben Wood, a po- 
lice bully, held a consultation, at which 
they loaded a pistol which Brown w to 
use upon me the next day. I knew nothing 
of this, and I had not my duelling pistols 
with me. I interrupted Wickliffe as usual, 
and as I did so Brown struck me with his 
umbrella and told me that my statement 
was a lie. 

“IT saw at once that it meant fight, and 
when I recognized Brown I knew it meant 
a fight to the death. I had a long, shar 
bowie knife in the breast of my coat, and 
jerked this out; but before I could strike 
Brown's friends grabbed my arms from be- 
hind and hauled me back about fifteen feet 
from Brown. Brown now pulled his re- 
volver and told them to get out of the way 
and to let him kill me. e crowd got back 
and I stood alone. Brown had his pistol 
pointed at me and I started toward him. 

“I could see him looking along the barrel 
of the revolver. He took aim and Waited 
until he thought I was close 22 t 
him a sure shot and then fired. felt t 
ball strike me in the breast and I thought 
it had gone through me, and I determined 
to kill him if I could before I died. I came 
down on his head with a tremendous blow 
with the bowie-knife, but did not split open 
his skull. I struck again and again and 
stunned him so that he was not able to fire. 
With one cut of the knife I sliced his nose 
right in two, so that it separated in the. mid- 
dle and came out as flat a8 a pancake. With 
another blow I cut off his ear so that it 
hung by a shred, and with a third [ put out 
his eye. The conspirators now seized and 
I was struck with hickory sticks and chairs, 
some of the blows of which I still feel. 
broke loose from my captors and again 
made for Brown, and they, to keep him out 
of my way, picked him up and threw him 
over a stone fence about seven feet high, 
and this ended the fight. Though I was the 
assaulted party, they afterwards tried me 
for mayhem, and at this trial Brown ¢on- 
fessed the conspiracy and Henry Clay de-

DOES IT KILL? 


Scientists te Test the Power ef the Elec- 
trieal Death Chair. 


New Tonk, Nov. 14.—The movement to 
permit Dr. PF. J. Gibbons of Syracuse to at. 
tempt the resuscitation of Charles F. Wilson 
brother of Dink Wilsorm, one of the Glen- 
Wart Mo., train robbers), who is to be elee- 


trocuted at Auburn next week, involves a 


nice point ia law. 


Dr. Gibbons has written to Gov. Flower 
for permission to make the experiment. The 
Governor has net yet determined whether or 
not he will grant the request. He says ‘‘the 
point may de raised that when a person has 
been sentenced to be electrocuted, and if he 
should be resuscitated it may not be possible 
to punish himagain. Would he not be a free 
man on the ground that bis life had been pat 
in jeopardy for the same crime more than 
once? This is a question which the Atterney- 
General will be asked to decide.’’ 

It is regarded more than probable that if 
the experiment should prove a success the 
subject of it would be rewarded with Execu- 
tive clemency. When Wilsom was ap- 
proached on the subject he objected, be- 
cause, as he said, he did not want to be 
brought back to life only to be electrocated 
again. But he was told that if the experi- 
ment proved a success a 121 appeal would 
be made to the Governor for clemency. With 
this understanding he was quite willing to 
oblige Dr. Gibbons.

QUASHED AGAIN, 


Judge Priest Knocks Out Guarantee 
Investment Oo. Indictments. 


In the United States District Court at 10 a. 
m. JudgePriest sustained the motion to quash 
the indictments against Geo. M. McDonald, 


nd E. L. Welles, formerly President and 
Secretary of the Guarantee Investment (o 
who were aecused of using the mails for the 
purposes ofa lottery. Jadge Priest made an 


elaborate statement of the law, 
the degrees of certainty, the specs 
ifications of an indictment, etc. 


He said that Congress has wisely enacted 
laws prohibiting the use of the mails for 
certain matter subversive of public morals. 
The gist of the offense lies ln the character 
ofthe scheme, coupled with the fact that 
letters are mailed in furtherance of it. 
The indictment must clearly describe the 
character of the scheme thatthe court may 
know whether it is a lottery and that the ac- 
cused may be enabled to makea proper de- 
tense. Judge Priest dia not 
with the District Attorney 
the letter alleged to have 
mailed in fartherance of the scheme and 
quoted in the indictment, described the 
scheme with the mecessary detail and exact- 
ness. Facts should de stated and not con- 
clusions of law alone. 

This is the second time that indictments 
against McDonald and Welles have deen 
quashed. Judge SBiras of lowa passed on 
the first indictmest. The District Attorney 
has followed closely the footsteps of the Gov- 
ermmeat prosecuting officers, who had the 
same defendants indieted and brougkt to 
trial before United States Judge Grosseup, 
who sustained the indictments.
